A Washington special says the Chin- 


ese Minister is understood to be dis- 
satisfied with the passport system in 
the new Chinese bill, and other features 
interfering with the Chinese crossing 
the continent in returning home. 


The Senate Committee on Foreign 


Relations resumed consideration of the 
Chinese question, and discussed various 
features of the substitute offered for the 
Vert bill, but without reaching pny 
point of action on any of them. 


Stephen Blaksy, a Mormon preacher, 


while walking along the Missouri Bail- 
way track Monday afternoon, in St. 
Louis, reading his prayer book, was run 
down aud horribly mangled by a pas- 
senger train. His death was instanta- 
neous. Be was walking to Cheltenham, 
where he would hare preached. 


Secretary Hnnt has received a dis- 


patch from Engineer Melville, dated 
Yakutsk, January 27, as follows "I 
hare completed all the necessary ar- 
rangements for supplies and outfits for 
six months, and leare this place for 
Belnn to-day, thence to the Lena delta, 
to continue the search for my missing 
comrades." 


Queen Victoria once said to Theodore 


Martin, the biographer of Prince Albert. 
"I wished for you thu morning, for 
yon would hare seen something that 
would have delighted yon as a man of 
letters. The American poet Longfel- 
low has been htra.

THE POUTICAI. OUTLOOK. 


The following article taken from the 


Sacramento Becord-lUnion, is an appli- 
cable to Nevada M it is to California, 
and w« trust it will be read by every 
Bepmblican in the State: 


The veto of the Chinese bill has nat- 


urally, but none the less unduly, de- 
pressed the Bepublicans of California, 
and not a few of "them go about declar- 
ing their conviction that the President's 
action has given the State and the 
coast to the Democrats. 
This is non- 


sense, and we propose to demonstrate 
that fact. The first idea that suggests 
uself to ^he minds of those who are dis 
appointed and disgusted at the veto is 
that the Administration ought to be re- 
buked by casting the vote of the State 
for the Democrats. \Ve do not say that 
the desire for an expression of the just 
indignation which prevails is not pe"- 
fectly natural and under the circum- 
stances warrantable. 
But we do say 


that there is no difference of sentiment 
between the two parties in California on 
the Chinese question, and that therefore 
to punishJCalifornia Repnblicans for the 
coarse of Eastern Bepnblicana would be 
sacrificing the innocent instead of the 
guilty. If this course could effect any 
change in the national situation, how- 
ever, we are even willing to admit that 
it might b* worth while to adopt it, not- 
withstanding the fact that it would in- 
volve the repudiation of those who have 
labored most assiduously for the, pas- 
sage of the Chinese bill. But we assert 
that nothing can be gained by such a 
course, and that, on tho other hand, it 
is one which is calculated to render the 
position of this coast still worse than at 
present. 


We affirm that the issue of greatest 


moment here is the Chinese question. 
To seouia the legislation we need on 
that issno is the foremost consideration, 
therefore and the first thing to be deter- 
mined is, which of the two national par- 
ties can best help us. 
The Democrats 


in Congress have certainly shown more 
friendship to California so far than the 
Republicans. 
But the vital considera- 


tion is, whether the Democratic party 
can carry theconntry ou an issue which, 
in the opinion of every Eastern Repub- 
lican, would put it once more m line 
with its old record, as the advocate of 
race proscription. And we do not hesi- 
tate to assert that it cannot succeed on 
such a programme, for the moment it 
came forward as the special champion 
of Chinese exclusion the whole Repub- 
lican sentiment of tho North would ac- 
cuse it of the ulterior design of attack- 
ing the negro under cover of the China- 
man. The mere suggestion of such a 
purpose would rekindle the old Repub- 
lican fires all over the country. 
It 


would be impossible1 for the Democrats 
to make converts anywhere beyond the 
Pacific slope. They would find their 
caw issue a millstone about their necks;

And 
all we should have gained would be tlii 
credit of having degenerated in our po- 
litical faith. It is through the Repub- 
lican party alone that we can obtmu le- 
hef in this Chinese question. That is 
the only party which can take up the 
Chinese question without being sus- 
pected of favoring race proscription 
That is the only party which can carry 
the country on this issue. Those who 
believe that the Chinese question is the 
dominant issue for th« Pacific coast can- 
not support the Democracy 
without 


Htultifymg themselves, for it is perfectly 
clear that the Democracy cannot.reward 
its supportttr^tf securing for them the 
legislation th^Hequire. For these rea- 
sons it is nonsense to assert that the 
veto his lost the State or the Coast to 
the Republicans. Nothing is lost so 
long as the party is true to itself. In- 
stead of abandoning the fight, it is fieir 
duty to make it with greater spirit aud 
eneigy than ever. Instead of talking 
about the nominations going ubegging, 
it is the duty of the best men of the 
party to come forward and offer them- 
selves as candidates, 


The Republicans of California buve 


nothing to reproach themselves with, 
nud however th«>r Eastern friends bare 
been led astray, it is an incontroverti- 
ble fact thtt the Republican sentiment 
of the Nurta and West is the predomi- 
nating sentiment of the Uninn, and 
that it is only by educating that senti- 
ment we can hope to win. The Democ- 
racy cannot help us. It is willing to 
110 all it can. It will take all the offices 
that may I>B offurtxl it 
It will profess 


any principles the peoples m>iy profess. 
But it does not possess the confidence 
of the majority of the voters of the 
whole country, and it is the last party 
in the world to be able to woke a special 
issnn of the Chinese question. In a 
word, nothing is to be gamed by inak- 
California Democratic, and everything 
is to b» gained by m.iking her Republi- 
can. 
To give the State over to the 


Democrats would be to renounce all 
hope of the passage of any nnu-Chinese 
legislation, and that being the fitut, it is 
impossible to see whero the attempted 
rebuke would full. 
We have indeed 


heard of people cutting off their noses 
to spite their faces, but this would be a 
practical illustration of that eccentric 
mode of redress. 
The true course of 


the Republicans is to organize at once, 
and "push things." They should cre- 
ate clubs in every precinct and district 
and township throughout the State 
They should seek out the strongest men 
for nominations. They should realize 
the fact that ths outcome of the cam- 
paign depends mainiy upon themselves. 
Enough has been said, and too much, 
in the despondent vein. 
Difficulties 


were made to be overcome, not to be 
retreated from. The President's veto 
has been discouraging, no doubt, but 
another bill may oe passed before the 
end of the session, and m the mean- 
time it is necessary to buckle to work 
and show the enemy that he must win 
his laurels before he wears them.
